The 
sudden rise of the mortality from 201 
on Friday to 313 Saturday showed how 
vain were the hopes aroused by the 
Might abatement of the plague and the 
fact that the average of fresh eases for 
Saturday and Sunday is larger than at 
any previous time shows conclusively 
that the disease isat least not losing its 
hold. Despite professions of confidence, 
moreover, the authorities have boon 
busy providing Increase! facilities for 
treating cholera patients, and an 
orphanage, refitted as a hospital, and 
cizht cholera barraelcs have been 
opened. 

Physicians have been placed on duty 
at all railway stations and orders for 
more dead wagons have been sent out 
bv the health officials.
